Krjim the MoniUur. 

In Knglandj as in France the capture of 
Sebaslopol has excited the livelistjoy. It' was 
proper indeed that after sharing Ihe dangers 
3ml .sacrifices of ibis war, the two people 
ehonld equally take part m Ihe glory of the 
triuinph. From the commencement of the 
contest, France and England, united in the 
strict community of views and efforts, have 
felt a kind of emulation in furnishing, each ac- 
cording to her resources, the means of ensur- 
ing success. if France has been enabled lo 
place in the line more soldiers. England has 
supplied more ships, and has not ihe less 
on that account s-jnt in succession lo the Crimea 
80,000 troops, collected from all parts of the 
empire. 

Owing to the prodigious naval armament oj 
the allied powers their flags dominate over 
every sea, and forbid tt to Itussia. The en- 
emy has seen his ships blockaded or burnt his 
harbor, his sea-board ravaged, his commerce 
annihilated, his foreign relations destroyed. — 
bVom the Sea of Azofl'lo the While Sea.from 
the Baltic to Kamschatka, Russia is imprison- 
ed by our fleets. While the courage of our 
soldiers were triumphing over ihe desperate 
resistance of the Russian array, and combined 
squadrons were destroying his stores of pro- 
visions, and intercepting his communications, 
at the very lime lhat tbey were maintaining 
abundance in I he allied armies and conveying 
to them every fresh reinforcements. 

Our maritime resources would hardly have 
sufficed for ihe transport of our troops and 
enormous quantity of munitions required for 
such a war, at a distance of 800 league* from 
our country. The English Admiralty placed 
at the disposal of France SO vessels of her 
royal and merchant service, in which wc hare 
conveyed to the Crimea more than 4-0,000 
men of our troops, together wiii 2,000 horses, 
and 700 tons of our materia!. Every one 
knows if besides lhat IJomarsund fell beneath 
the blows of our soldiers, it was chiefly the 
English navy that conveyed them thither. 

In all the phases of this war, at ihe Alma 
and at; Inkermann, a« at Bomarsuud, and 
Sweaborg, iho armies and crew* of England 
atid France have miogle their blood and fought 
with bravery for the common cause. At the 
Tchernaya our allies hastened up to fiuppori 
us, as* we hastened towards them at Balakla- 
va. In ihe last one victorious eft'orts a^ain-d 
Sebastupol ihe English and French equally 
accomplished their heroic task. If out of sev- 
eral points attacked one only was conquered 
nt first, ihe triuinph was not the l*ss on lhat 
acconntilue to all the corp* of the allied airny, 
which, mutually supporting each other and. di- 
viding the resistance of the enemy, cnmpelh-d 
him at once lo abandon the walls of Ihe cily 
whicliiu's very despair could not long-r de< 
fend; Therefore the General iu Chief of ihe 
French army has been mere just when he ass- 
igned to Ihe English army a large sture of 
the glory in the success of that day.
